Congressional Republicans face critical 
decisions this week as they move within 
striking distance on a major legislative 
package to cut taxes, an achievement party 
leaders say is crucial to stabilizing the GOP’s 
recent political tailspin ahead of next year’s 
elections.

HARTFORD - St. Francis Hospital and 
Medical Center expects to break ground in 
the spring on a $26 million outpatient 
orthopedic surgery center on its Hartford 
campus, the latest expansion in the Hartford 
area targeting bone and joint replacement 
patients.
